Truck, Hit by 


Train, Burns

An East Alton truck driver 
was critically injured and 
burned when the gasoline truck 
he was driving jwas struck by 
an Illinois Central ~ Railroad 
freight train on Highway 162 
near East 23rd Street at 9:20 
a.m. Friday. 

Frank Panyik, 54, 
on the highway, Stopped his 
truck at the flashing crossing 
lights" and then — proceeded 
across} the tracks, witnesses 
said. 

The southbound train struck 
the right rear of the truck 
which was carrying 2,000 gal- 
lons of regular) and premium 
gasoline. 

The Alton-Wodd River , Fuel 
Co. vehicle spun, overturned 
and burst into flames. Panyik 
climbed from the burning’ cab 
and crawled, while on fire, 
about 200 feet northward, along- 
side the railroad tracks, setting 
weeds ablaze in his path. 

When an. ambulance arrived, 
authorities thought he was still 
in the cab of the burning ve- 
hicle, but railroad employes 
located him near the tracks.

Amos, Johnson, a,passerby, re- 
lated that “he was sitting down. 
We made him lie dawn and took 
off some of his clothing to help 
in smothering the fire.” 

Rushed to St. Elizqbeth Hos- 
pital, he was transferred after 
a brief examination) to the burn 
unit of Barnes Hospital, St. 
Louis 

Panyik suffered second and 
third-degree burns over 90% of 
his body, the area around his 
hips being the only) portion not 
affected. 

The train, whose engineer was 
Harold L. Armstrong, Clinton, 
Tll,, sustained only minor dam- 
age from the collision and fire. 

The heat from the! blazing ve- 
hicle snapped high voltage wires 
which fell onto the roadway. 
Utility poles as far' as 25 feet 
from the fire smoked from the 
intense heat. 

Three Explosions 

Three explosions followed the 
accident within five minutes, 
each sending a ball of flame 
20 to 30 feet in the air. 

Jim Sanders, Belleville, an 
agent for Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Co., in Granite City, 
was stopped in his car on the 
west side of the crossing and 
witnessed the crash,

Ethics, Consent Bills 
Levee Board Await October Action

Springfield—In the main, leg- 
islation supported by Gov. Rich- 
ard B. Ogilvie received the sup- 
port of the first session -of the 
77th General Assembly. 
Probably the largest single 
legislative proposal to win Gen- 
eral Assembly approval-was the 
plan to spend $900 million for 
construction of a supplemental 
highway system, including help 
for the financially-troubled mass 
transit districts and airports. 
The $900 million bond issue 
was pushed hard by Gov. Ogil- 


vie and his staff. The supple- 
mental high network is 
planned to link all sections of 
the state. 
Pollution Bond Sale 

The governor also got the 
legislature to approve sale of 
first bonds in the anti-pollution 
progtgm which was approved 
by the voters last November. 

There was some squabbling 
among the lawmakers on how 
much was to be sold of the 
$700 million bonds originally ap- 
proved by voters. But this was

The chairman of the Mass 
Transit Committee of the 
Chamber of. Commerce of 
Metropolitan St. Louis on Fri- 
day expressed “‘enthusiastic 
approval” at the formation of 
the St. Louis Area Rapid Trans- 
it Authority.

Eugene F. Williams Jr., 
chairman, said of the action 
taken June 30 by the” East- 
West Gateway Coordinating 
Council:

Progresses, 


But Not Nearly Enough 


Thirty years ago, a tract of 
120,000 acres of young trees in 
western Washington state were 
designated as the first Ameri- 
can tree farm. . 

Today, more than 33,000 tree 

farmers are growing healthy 
forests on more than 72 million 
acres. 
+ But, according to American 
Forest Institute, (AFI), that 
tremendous increase isn’t near- 
ly good enough’ if the nation 
is to meet future needs for 
‘wood. 

The Institute says this is be- 
the biggest portion of 
privately owned forest land is 
not being maintained to insure 
a future crop of growing trees. 

The Institute, which manages 
the American Tree Farm Sys- 
tem on behalf of the forest 
products industry, points out 
that nearly 300 million acres 
of timber are owned by four 
million individuals, many of 
whom either can’t afford to 
maintain their forestland or 
don’t have the. necessary 
knowledge. 

Has Other Uses 

Certified tree farmers are 
woodlands owners who have 
permanently dedicated their 
land to the growing and har- 
vesting of trees. Tree farmers 
are encouraged to utilize their 
timberlands for recreation, wa- 
tershed protection and scenic 
values as well. 

AFI says that today the na- 
tion is growing more trees 
than it was just a decade. ago. 
AFI states that tree farms ;have 
played a significant role in this 
improving situation. 

The Institute points out that 
in 1941, When the first tree farm 
was established, less wood was 
being grown on American for- 
ests than was being harvested: 
Today,..that situation is re- 
versed. For every eight cubic 
feet of wood fiber removed by 
harvesting, nine cubic feet are 
growing. 

AFI says that demand for 
paper and wood building ma- 
terials is increasing rapidly and 
that, despite the emergence of 
re-cycling and substitute mate- 
rials, we will still need to have 
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all our commercial forests 
scientifically managed in order 
to insure there will always be 
enough trees. 

More woodlands owners must 
be convinced of the merits of 
managing their forest land 
areas to keep a healthy, thriv- 
ing forest alive, AFI believes. 
The tree farm program costs 
nothing to join, the Institute 
says, and can even make mon- 
ey for the landowner. But since 
trees are the only renewable 
natural resource, it is impera- 
tive that all the lands be kept 
as productive as possible. for the 
greatest good of the greatest 
number of, people. 

Thirty years’ of tree farms 
have shown what we can .do, 
AFI concludes. If we can con- 
tinue to do as well in the next 
few years, we won't have near- 
ly the problem, as a nation, in 
meeting the demand for wood 
fiber and keeping our forests 
growing and_ thriving.

A program on the history of 
Cahokia Mounds and items dis- 
played at the museum was pre.

72 budget of $3,812,843 which is 
scheduled for consideration in 
tonight's council session will 
require, a 1971 tax levy esti- 
mated at $3,024,593, according 
to computations by the council 
Finance Committee. 

The new appropriation — an 
alltime record) high — is 
$614,824 higher than last year’s 
budget and $233,590 higher than 
this year's budget proposal by 
Mayor Donald Partney. 

Substantial increases are con- 
tained ‘in this year’s budget in 
all major. operating depart- 
ments, and higher appropria- 
tions are listed in virtually all 
accounts. The few exceptions in 
which reductions are made, the 
cuts are of minor consequence. 

For the Fire Department, the 
new budget projects expendi- 
tures of $592,844, up from last 
year’s total of $469,187. The new 
Police’ Department appropria- 
is $505,946. Last year it was 
$466,779.” 

Salary Figures Up 

Police department salaries in 
the new appropriation amount 
to $375,000 compared with $361,- 
318 last year, while fire depart- 
ment salaries total $406,713 this 
year compared with $372,442 
during the 1970-71 year, a-dif- 
ference of $34,000.

Louis region, and 500,000 people 
in the East St. Louis area make\ 
the “primary contact designa- 
tion unrealistic. The designation 
indicates the water should be 
clean enough for contact with 
the skin (swimming). 

Muddy waters, ja slick mud 
bottom, steep shores and a rap- 
id current make the section of 
the river unsuitable for swim- 
ming, thus the) regulations 
would be forcing) unnecessary 
hardships on aréa industries, 
he said.

stated, 

He also requested that the 
distance from a discharge point 
for EPA readings should be 
1,000 feet rather than the pres- 
ent 600 feet, or should be de- 
termined case by case. He 
said discharge widths should be 
taken with consideration of the 
size of the river. The proposed 
regulations state that dis- 
charges may not be in an area 
exceeding one-fourth the width 
of the river. 

Ask Limits be Raised 
Bregman further suggested 
that specific measurements of 
allowed pollutants be expanded 
to allow up to one-third more of 
sodium, chlorine bicorbonates 
or other natural substances 
than are in the natural water. 

“Tests have shown that this 
would not be harmful to life in 
the water and the stricter rules 
would impose a severe hard- 
ship on many industries,” the 
consultant stated. 

He said that thermal pollu- 
tion, the effect of pouring hot 
water into a river or stream, 
can be harmful to life in the 
water and agreed that it should

A proposal that Granite City

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Spendable Earnings, 
Purchasing Power Rise 


Purchasing power of the na- 
tion’s rank-and-file workers rose _ 
in May, the Department of La- 
bor’s Bureau of Labor Statistics 
reports. May also marked the 
fifth successive month that 
workers’ real earnings have ex- 
ceeded year-ago levels. 

Gross weekly earnings of pro- 
duction and  nonsupervisory 
workers rose to $125.46 in May, 
an increase of $1.41 from April 
And $7.06 (6.0%) from a year 
ago. 

The over-the-month increase 
was attributable to an 0.2 hour 
advance in the workweek, cou- 
pled with a two-cent pickup in 
average hourly earnings. After

At $91.13, real take-home pay 
was 1.6% above a year ago but 
was 1.9% below the September 
1968 all-time high.

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Scenic Highway 
Program Sought 


By RAY SERATI 
Copley News Service 

Springfield—Rep, John Houli- 
han, .D-Park Forest, is spon- 
soring legislation calling for 
formation of the Illinois Scenic 
Highways program. 

Co-sponsoring the legislation 
with Houlihan is Rep, J. ‘Glenn 
Schneider, D-Naperville. 

Houlihan said the bill is be- 
ing held in the House Executive 
Committee until the fall session 
of the 77th General Assembly. 
Houlihan introduced it on April 
15. He said it was decided to 
hold the bill until the fall. 

The proposed board would 
consist of officials from the 
Departments of Conservation, 
Public Works and iness and 
Economic Development. Public 
members would also be ap- 
pointed. The proposed board 
would select its'own chairman 
and other officers and would 
make its own rules. 

The proposed board would not 
create or build any new high- 
ways. It primarily would be 
concerned with rural roads and 
their designation with an ap- 
propriate symbol as a “‘scenic 
highway.” 

Many states now have similar 
programs under way. For in- 
stance, the, state of-Oregon has 
set aside just over 3,000 miles: 
of scenic roadways and Califor- 
nia has about twice that 
amount, Wisconsin has the Ket- 
tle Moraine highway, which 
connects sections of the Kettle 
Moraine State Forest. 

Houlihan is hopeful that 
something can be done with the 
bill. 

Meanwhile, a bill to create 
the scenic rivers” program has 
been sent to subcommittee in 
the Senate, The subcommittee 
is part of the Senate Agrictl- 
ture and Conservation commit- 
tee and will be headed by Sen 
John L. Knuppel, ‘D-Petersburg. 

The House approved the pro- 
gram but it ran into trouble in 
the Senate. The subcommittee 
is to have some type of pro- 
posal ready for the fall session 
of the General Assembly.

Allyn Building to be 
Remodeled at SIU 


A $500,000 remodeling project 
at 63-year-old Allyn Building on 
Southern Illinois University’s 
Carbondale campus is expected 
to get under way this fall. 

Main items in the renovation 
program are the addition of an 
elevator-stairwell wing™on the 
south side, a revamped heating 
and air conditioning system and 
new wiring and lighting im- 
provements. 

The purpose, according to As- 
sociate University Architect 
Carl Bretscher, is to convert 
the building into a general 
classroom facility. 

Now occupied by the School 
of Art, the building is inacces- 
sible to wheelchair studénts and 
has no air conditioning. 

‘Three existing buildings are 
scheduled to be remodeled this 
summer to take care of the 
School of Art. They are the 
first-floor industrial education 
wing of Pulliam Hall, parts of 
the first and second floors of the 
Good Luck Glove building on S. 
Washington, and the former 
School of Journalism barracks 
office west of the James W. 
Neckers physical sciences build- 
ing.

Region 4 ofice of the state EPA 
in Collinsville, allegedly was de- 
nied entry to the plant because 
he already had toured the plant 
once since the hearings opened. 
Under EPA regulations, author- 
ized officials must be allowed 
to inspect facilities “‘at any rea- 
sonable hour,” attorneys said. 

Randall E. Robertson, one of 
the steel company attorneys, 
said that Telford was not al- 
Jowed to tour the plant because 
of his previous tour, When 
asked if, as a state EPA in- 
spector, Telford should have 
been allowed..to enter, Robert- 
son commented, “Legally, no.” 
He declined to comment fur- 
ther. 

Herbert Caplan, assistant 
state’s attorney general, pro- 
tested the matter at the hear- 
ing, Thursday afternoon “for 
thé record.” He then turned the 
issue over to the EPA legal de- 
partment in. Springfield. 

Telford was with three EPA 
officials and technical experts 
who were admitted to the com- 
pany facilities at 9:30 a.m. 
Thursday, under a ruling by 
Samuel Lawton Jr., hearing ex- 
aminer, that the three should 
be allowed’ to examine the fa- 
cilities. Télford was not men- 
tioned in the) tour request and 
therefore was denied entrance, 
Robertson said.

Marion managed the Car- 
dinals to a third-place fin- 
ish in 1951, and managed 
the Chicago White Sox in 
1955 and 1956. He was elect- 
ed shortstop on the “Great- 1 
est St, Louis Players Ever” 
team in 1969. He. is mana- 
ger of the Stadium Club. 
Terry Moore played in all 

seven games of the 1946 series 
and was in 91 games during the 
regular season even though he 
returned from the service with 
bad knees. 

His best season was 1940, 
when ‘he hit .304 with 17 home 
runs. Moore played 13 years 
for the Cardinals and batted 
,280. He resides in Collinsville. 

Joining Johnny: Beazley ‘for a 
trip from Nashville to the re- 
union will be Dick Sisler. 
-first baseman-outfielder for thé 
1946 Cardinals, he also played 
for the Phillies in an eight-year 
career. 

His most famous: moment 
came when he hit a 10th inning 
home run to beat the Brooklyn 
Dodgers in the final game of the 
1950 season, to give the Phillies 
their first pennant in 35 years.

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Granite City Among Municipalities Which 
Can Make Use of New ‘Home Rule’ Powers 


Granite City, 58 other downstate cities, 
Chicago and a number of Cook County munici- 
palities have begun life under new constitutional 
rules which grant them extensive licensing, reg- 
ulatory and taxing powers. Interestingly, smaller 
cities—which could gain the same “home rule” 
authority through a special election—are not 
rushing to take advantage of the opportunity. 


No longer are municipalities of 25,000 or 
more residents limited to those rights specified 
in the Illinois Constitution. 


Although certain powers can be diluted by 
the General Assembly if legislators so decide, 
the burden of proof has shifted from the cities 
to other parties. Local officials have authority to 
take an almost limitless number of actions, un- 
til proven otherwise; formerly, they had to jus- 
tify each action on the basis of an existing 
statute. 


Legal interpretations remain to be obtained 
and some may be time-consuming. But, in gen- 
eral, Granite City and many other cities are 
free to “do their own thing.” In gaining such 
latitude, they have simultaneously -lost what 
often was a convenient excuse for inaction: “We 
would have to go to Springfield to get the law 
changed.”

It was much the same story June 30 as the 


state ended a six-month Assembly session and - 


also began life under a new Illinois Constitution 
for the first time in a century. Governor Richard 
B. Ogilvie was able to praise the legislators for 
displaying “‘statesmanship rather than ‘partisan- 
ship,” but the path to adjournment was Haz- 
ardous and hectic. 


The House of Representatives quit at 6/20 
a.m. July | after more than 20 Kours of con- 
tinuous deliberation. The Senate did not leave 
until 4:15 a.m. despite a decision by its presid- 
ing officer, Lieutenant Governor Paul Simon, 
against the “legal fiction” of stopping the clock. 

He warned that any bill passed after mid- 
night might face difficulty “if subjected: to court 
scrutiny.”” At one point, Simon sent a state po- 
liceman to restrain a senator who attempted to 
tamper with the clock. 


Another “legal fiction" developed when 
four hours and 25. minutes of legislative work 
was recorded as having been carried out after 
11:50 p.m. and presumably before midnight. 


Tense moments developed when Demo- 
crats sought to force legislative reapportionment 
and further expansion of public school tax aid. 
Many state appropriations, including more than 
$1 billion for public welfare, seemed to be in 
jeopardy. But Republicans would not yield and 
eventually a compromise was reached on school 
funds and the assembly adopted appropriations 
for state. governmental departments. 

Obviously, there will always be a_tug-of- 
war at Springfield between those with differing 
views. And deadline brinkmanship and poker- 
style bluffing can have happy as well as sad re- 
sults. 

But if legislators can devise some way of 
easing the adjournment strain—on themselves 
and on taxpayers—it would be wise for them to 
do so. If they don't, residents again will be 
watching and worrying as the session which 
resumes on Oct. 5 nears its conclusion

American politics has been 
described as one of the rough- 
est of all games, tainted by the 
records of bosses who dispensed 
patronage at all levels of state 
and local government. 

To many, the word “‘politi- 
cian” is profane. Qualified citi- 
zens refuse to seek office or to 
serve in any way. 

But there are those that say 
the political bosses of the past 
were not all that bad — that 
they served a function which in 
the last 30 to 35 years has been 
taken over by formal govern- 
ment. 

James A. Farley, former 

U. S. postmaster general, Na- 
tional Democratic Committee 
chairman, and instrumental in 
the election of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt to his first two terms 
as president, presents a pic- 
ture of the political boss that 
differs sharply from the stereo- 
type. 
“The old political bosses were 
American institutions,” the 82- 
year-old Farley told Copley 
News Service. “(They were) 
extralegal institutions, to be 
sure, but supplying a basic 
necessity of the growing Amer- 
ican public.” 

Said Farley: “Now the wel- 
fare departments do all of the 
thing the Big Boss used to do, 
but it’s institutionalized. 

“This .is called public con- 
science now; but if we want to 
call them fairly, it was public 
conscience when the Big Boss 


performed same acts, 


“But, at least, it indicates 
the Big Boss was something of 
a Gunga Din — he got belted 
and flogged for doing what was 
as necessary then as it is now. 

“The new welfare _institu- 

ns and general education 
which, incidentally, he helped 

fh, have put him on the 


The death of political bossism 
in all but a few cities is a ma 
ter of fact, agreed Leonard W. 
Hall, New York attorney and 
Farley’s adversary when he 
served as Republican National 
Committee chairman. 

“Independent thinking on the 
part of the voters has made 
the old political boss as dead 
as the dodo bird,” Hall re- 
sponded to a question from 
Copley News Service. 

‘As an example, he cited the 
re-election of New York City 
Mayor John Lindsay as a Lib- 
eral Party candidate after he 
had been beaten in the Repub- 
lican primary. 

“If I were to pick out the 
mest signficant change in 
politics during the last 50 
years,” Hall stated, “I 
would have ‘to say it is the 
increase in number of the 
independent voters. 

“For many years, I was 
a precinct committeeman 
and at the end of each 
election day I! could look 
over the list of those who 
had voted and come pretty 
close to what the actual 
tally would be. Now I am 
not sure” how my wife 
“votes.” 

But in the latter half of the 
19th Century and in most of the 
first half of the 20th Century, 
political bosses flourished. 

‘The cities grew in population 
with widespread immigration 
from Germany, Ireland, the 


Scandinavian countries, Russia 
and other parts of Europe. 

Formal government had been 
structuréd to meet rural needs, 
and most officials were poorly 
paid. inyiting graft and action 
by the’ boss to meet everyday 
demands for service. 

“The Big Bosses performed 
many of the functions for the 
new immigrant which are now 
performed by the huge Health, 
Education and Welfare (HEW) 
government bureaus,” wrote 
Farley in an analysis of Ameri- 
can politics in general and 
bossism in particular. 

Farley, chairman of the 
board of |the Coca-Cola Export 
Corp., continued: 

“It has been said by those 
who would diminutize their 
importance that they were the 
‘political brokers’ of the newly 
arrived, and that they ensnared 
their (immigrant) votes in re- 
turn. © 
“Actually, they did much 
more: But suppose they were 
political brokers? No one 
stopped the rich Republican 
financiers from doing the same 
thing. 

“What js more, as their po- 
litical ‘brokers,” the bosses got 
at least a show af humanity 
from the city governments, the 
first of its kind.” 

The Irish, from the first 
generation, were particularly 
active in politics, said Farley. 

“What kept the Irish together 
‘was the Roman Catholic church; 
it was their shield,” he said. 

“What turned out; to be their 
political sword was the Demo- 
cratic Party . : . They are a 
warmhearted people and their 
suffering gave them great un- 
derstanding. 

“So they met the boats of 
immigrants when they came in; 
you bet they did. 

“They met the people who 
couldn’t speak the language, 
and they met them as their 
friends. They found them jobs, 


they got them 
looked after them 

“These people had to earn 
their living, hard living. 

“But they knew where to go 
when they were in trouble—the 
district club house. 

“From morn to night, 
but especially after work- 
hours, the district leaders 
were there, seven nights a 
week, listening to the poor 
people and their complaints. 

“They had little books 
where they listed every 
complaint. The next day, 
they would go to the vari- 
ous city departments them- 
selves to get the things 
straightened out. 

“These factors were callec 
‘contracts.’ As a matter of 
course, the city officials would 
do the best they could to help 
the bosses who had gotten them 
their appointments.” 

Not everyone is. as under- 
standing of the “Big Boss” as 
Farley. 

The interdependence — that 
of the city officials) on the 
basses and the bosses on the 
city officials — had. both its 
good and bad points. 

In the end, the bosses got the 
job done. But as critics of the 
“bosses” — Tom Pendergast in 
Kansas City, Frank Hague in 
New Jersey, “Boss! W. M. 
Tweed in New York, Jim Cur- 
ley in Boston, and many others 
—point out, the big winner of- 
ten was the boss. 

The question is: did the end 
justify the means? 

Farley says that 
instances it did. 

The key may be the ineffi- 
ciency of city and state govern- 
ments over a 100-year period to 
meet the needs of the people. 
Someone had to do the job; the 
boss filled a vacuum. =

Q) Are all the provisions 
of the Tax Reform. Act of 
1969 now completely in 
effect?

Industrial progress. was un- 
even throughout 1921. The 
American Steel Foundry em- 
ployed an average of 1;052 men 
during the year, but work was 
slack at other plants. 

To provide some of his em- 
ployes with part-time work. 
Clarence Howard donated wages 
and materials for construction 
of a new community house in 
Lincoln Place. A sturdy brick 
building with a gymnasium ane 
classrooms, it was opened on 
Christmas Eve, 1921. 

Three groups were formed 
in the autumn of 1921 to 
aid impoverished families. 

The American Legion 
sponsored an Ex-Service- 
men’s Employment Agency; 
Irwin Raut, Y.M.C.A. sec- 
retary, created a Citizens’ 
Relief Bureau; and the Tri- 
City Ministerial Alliance, 
acting jointly with the City 
Council and Commercial 
Club, established a Tempo- 
rary Provident Association. , 


The last two organizations 
leviated much distress in_ 
following winter, but the 
Servicemen's Employment ‘Agen: 
cy -had disappointing results 
Despite Manager Louis Weiss’ 
assertion that “men are ready 
to auction themselves off in 
order to live,” only one veteran 
out of 27 was hired in two 
months. 

The U.S. Supreme Court 
reached a verdict in the case 
of American Steel Foundries 
vs. Tri-City Central Trades 
Council on Dec. 5, 1921. 

In a momentous decision 
written by Chief Justice Taft; 
the court held that the Trades 
Council was a legal organiza- 
tion entitled to represent work- 
ing men and that peaceful pick- 
eting was not unlawful. But the 
latter was circumscribed as 
follows: 

“We think that the strikers 
and their sympathizers should 
be limited to one representative 
for each point of ingress and 
egress in the plant or place of 
business, and that all others be 
enjoined from congregating or 
loitering at the plant or in the 
neighboring streets by which 
access is had to the plants; 

“That such representative 
should have the right of obser- 
vation, communication and 
persuasion, but with special 
adminition that their communi- 
cations, arguments and appeals 
shall not be abusive, libelous or 
threatening; 

“And that they shall not ap- 
proach individuals _ together, 
but singly, and shall not in their 
efforts at communication or 
persuasion obstruct an unwill- 
ing listener by importunate fol- 
towing or dogging his footsteps. 

“This is not laid down as a 
tigid rule, but one which should 
apply to this case under the 
circumstances disclosed by the 
evidence and which may be va- 
ried in other cases.”’. 

The press generally agreed 
that this opinion was a severe 
rebuff to trade unionists, but, in 
view of the original points of 
contention, local labor leaders 
considered it a victory. 

In 1921, Clarence 
established a system 
ploye benefits known 
Commonwealth -Plan 
operative Management. 

Prior to this time, the com- 
pany had adopted many pater- 
nalistic policies, including oper- 
atitn of a commissary where, 
to the annoyance of some retail 
merchants workers could buy 
food and clothing at cost. 

Speaking to 1,400 employes at 
a celebration in June 1922, 
which marked the first anniver- 
sary of the Commonwealth 
Plan, Howard said:

“When J purchased this 
plant in 1904 I decided to 
operate it on the basis of 
this psalm verse: Except 
the Lord build the house, 
they labor in vain to build 
it; except the Lord keep 
the city, the watchman 
waketh in vain.’” 

He added: “Here at the Com- 
jnonwealth we have shown the 
world that there is no problem 
between the employer and the 
employe, but there are prob- 
lems of the employer and an 
employe, and we are working 
on these problems.” 

In July 1922, the Press-Record 
reported: 

“The municipal opera broad- 
cast from St. Louis was clearly 
audible at the Post-Brewster 
Concert Room Saturday eve- 
ning and many persons enjoyed 
the program there. 

“Due to the rasping sound of 
the horn receivers, or Magna- 
vox, Mr. Mayer, who is in 
charge of the concerts, is al- 
lowing visitors to listen in with 
regular head sets. 

“During the day, very few 
stations are broadcasting and 
only messages in code can be 
caught. But every evening at 4 
p.m. when the market and 
baseball scores are coming in, 
the air is full of radio talk.” 

Frederick G. Niedringhaus 
died in St. Louis on Nov. 25, 
1922. He was 85 years old. 

Under the heat of eéx- 
panded production, unem- 
ployment melted away in

industria events of the 
latter year included the re- 
opening of the corn products 
plant by the Union Starch 
and Refinery Co., and the 
adoption of the three-shift, 
eight-hour day in all depart- 
ments of the American 
Steel Foundry. 

In August, the St. 
Coke and Iron Co. began 
manufacturing basic _ pig 
iron for the Granite City 
Steel Plant. All the raw 
materials used in making 
the iron were mined within 
a hundred miles of Granite 
City. 

In the summer of 1923, mold- 
ers, patternmakers and other 
skilled workers called a strike 
at the Commonwealth Steel 
Plant ‘in protest against open 
shop conditions. 

The incident failed to shake 
Clarence Howard's faith in the 
Commonwealth Plan, and on 
July 23 he told his foremen and 
superintendents: 

“We are establishing the 
Golden Rule in business. We 
are rendering service and build- 
ing up a real brotherhood of 
men, where each man has an 
equal opportunity for growth 
and development.

Establishment of health rules 
for protection of employes who 
work in lead processing plants 
and are exposed to possible 
lead poisoning is an immediate 
goal of the Illinois Industrial 
Commission, Chairman Alex- 
‘ander P, White said Friday at 
the commission’s Chicago office. 

To accomplish this, Whife 
said, the commission has ap- 
Pointed a nine-member advisory. 
committee, composed _ princi- 
pally of labor leaders and in- 
dustrial technicians. It will con- 
duct hearings, make studies ard 
recommend safety rules, and 
procedures which the commis- 
sion will consider for adoption. 

Although the commission’s 
rules would apply oply to Illi- 
nois plants, the matter is con- 
sidered of such /significance, 
White said, that~labor leaders 
and industrialists from over the 
nation have asked to have rep- 
resentatives on the committee. 

Reclamation of Lead 

The action, White said, is an 
autgrowth of a petition by union 
representatives of employes pf 
the National Lead Company's 
Granite City plant which re- 
claims lead from used batteries, 
cables and other manufacturéd 
Rroducts. 

The union, a local of the 
United Steelworkers of America, 
contends that 83 of 130 plant 
employes are taking medication 
for assumed lead poisoning al- 
legedly contracted through 
breathing and otherwise coming 
in contact with 
fumes and dust, White said. 
The company disputes the fig- 
ures, he added. 

Formation of the advisory 
committee, White said, was de- 
cided upon following a commis- 
sion hearing on the Granite Cit: 
matter May 14 in East St. Loui

“The economic future of all 
parts of our region are tied 
together —.prosperity or adver- 
sity affects everyone without 
consideration as to where they 
live or work in the St. Louis 
two-state region,” Saunders 
emphasized. 

Commienting on the plans for 
the facility, Saunders stated:

“Tt will take into account all 
environmental factors so that 
it will be a good neighbor. Big 
as it will-be at the beginning, it 
will provide adequate room for 
expansion of facilities to  pro- 
vide for traffic beyond the year 
2000, almost the forseeable fu- 
ture. 

“Its design will stress “re- 
straint free’ access, which 
means the ability of both pas- 
sengers and aircraft to enter 
and leave with little or no de- 
lay. There will be no stacking 
of airplanes or autos. 

“Its terminal will stress sim- 
plicity with functional non- 
monumental facilities. The new 
St. Louis airport will be a mod- 
el facility of which we all can 
be proud. 

“More important, it will be 
the vehicle by which the eco- 
nomic health and well being of 
our two-state region can be 
assured,” he concluded.

area, We have concluded that 
our first obligation to. both is 
the same—to maintain a viable 
public transportation system. 
Fares Unchanged 
| We know that this is no 
longer possible by continuing to 
raise fares and to reduce serv- 
ice by eliminating all unpro- 
ductive lines. Accordingly, we 
propose to continue our present 
service at our present fares to 
the extent possible.

erved “it was the only way

The action, taken this sum- 
mer, was sajd to have marked 
the coming of age, academ- 
ically, of a unit established in 
1953 to fill a need that existed 
then but which has changed 
with the times: It is expected 
the actual move may be de- 
layed four or five years pending 
construction of a building and 
installation of facilities.

While \the two-year associate 
degree would not be dropped, 
VTI students would.not be re- 
stricted to it. They could enroll 
for three- or four-year courses, 
Malone said.
